Death of Mr. Towers.

Last Wednesday night, at 9 o'cloel,
after an iliness of only & wonk with puen
monia, Mr. Alexander B. Towers died at
bis home in this city. As was stated in
the INTELLIGESCER last week, he became
unconsclous early in the morning, and
gradually grew weaker until death came
and relisved bim of his sufferings. The
last day he was at his store he reaiized that
his condition was gerious, and told some
of his friends that he would not live many
days. His death, therefore, was no shock
to his friends or loved ones. e was naver
a very robust manp, but was very prudent
and careful in bis hebits, which no doubt
prolonged his days.

Mr. Towers was the eldest con of Daniel
R. Towers, and was born at old Pendleton
on Beptember 18, 1822, while his father
was serving as Daputy Sheriff of old Pen-
dleton District. He waos therefore in the
75th year of his age, After I'endleton
District was divided, the deceased's father
moved over to the western side of the’
County, in the Roberts Church section,
and later moved to what is now known as
the Archer place, lwo miles south of the
cily.

When about 18 years of age Mr. Towers
came to Anderson and engeged in business
asa clerk in the store of the late John I,
Benson. Later he clerked for the late S.
(i. Earle at Evergreen, for a year, and
then engaged in business for a short time
in Ozones Counly, near IDichelor's Re-
treat, From there he returned to Ander-
son, and has ever sinca been engaged in
the mercantile business here. He was for
a number of* years a partner of the late
Milford Burriss, thelete W. &, Sharpe and
Msj. A. R. Broyles, and we doubt if there
was a better known merchant in upper
South Carolina. In Anderson County he
was known to everybody, and he possess-
ed the confidence and gocd will of every-
body, Precedicg the war, duriog the
militia days, Mr, Towers beld the oflize of
Judge Advoeate for a nuinber of years,
and many of our older citizans addressed
him as Jodge Towers. During the war
he served awhile in Charleston in a regi-
ment of State troops, but hia health was so
fesble that he was never reqlpired to do
service in theregular army.

In his boyhood Mr. Towers joined the
Presbyterian Church, and throughout his
life was a most zealous, devoted and con-
sistent member, never missing a servica in
his Chureh only when sick or absent from
home. For more than forty years, he
filled the position of ruling elder, and for
the greater portion of that time was clerk
of the Church Session. He took a very
active part in the Sepday School, and for
more than thirty-five years wae Superin-
tendent of the Schoel. Since our child-
bood we have known him intimately, and
wo can testify to his worth and zeal as an
humble follower of Lhe meek and lowly
Jesur. He felta peculiar interestin the
welfare of boys and voung men, and bis
good work and the impressiens he made
will be felt for generations to come. Ie
was a yery zealous advocatecf the temper-
ance cause, and to the day of his death was
s member of the Sons of Temperance. He
was a charter member of the old Ander-

son Division of Sons of I'emperance, and
during the long number of vearsof its

existence he attended regularly its weekly
meetings, urging and soliciting boys and
young men to join the order and keep
their pledge faithfully. He wielded e wide
influence, and by his kind words of ad-
vice, gentle admonitions and noble exam-
ple be led many into the paths of virtne,
uprightness, temperance and finally into
the Church. What a 1astini[monumant
he has left to his memory ! 6 Was ever
ready to let his light shine, and through-
ont his life fought a good fight. Now be
is reaping his rewards aronnd the throne
of the blessed Saviour, whom he delighted
to serve., Truly, ‘‘a gocd namse is rather
to be chosen than great riches,””

Mr., Towers was twice married, his first
wife being Miss Martha Humphreys, a
daughter of the late Rev. David Hum-
phrays. Shedied in 1849, By this mar-
riage was one son, who died in 185), In
1857 he married Miss Ellen Milling. By
this marriage fourdsughters and two sons
were born. His wife and both sons pre-
ceded him to the grave.

As a citizen Mr. Towers was ever read
to promote any enterprise that wonld ten
to the upbuilding of Anderson. Hs was
broad and liberalin his views, and lived
up strictly to the golden rule. He was
charitable, and was ever ready to open his
purse to any worthy appesal from suffering
humanity. Indeed, many were therecipi-
ents of his charity that the werld never
knew of.

Thedeath of such a man as Mr. Towers
is & loss to any community. Io Anderson
he will be missed, and his place will be
hard to £ill.

On Friday marning the faneral tock
place at the Presbyterian Church, the ser-
vices being conducted by the pastor, Rev.
J.N. H Summoerell, io the presencenfa
large congregation, after which the re-
mains were Jaid to rest in the Churchyard.
The deacons of the Church were the active
pell-bearers, while the elders, with a few
other prominent citizens, acted as honorary
pall bearers.

The New Lahor Law,

A, Enrran: 7 oe patrinreh Job says:
“ireat men sro nol always wise, neither
do they understand judgwent.”  And so
it seems in a gront many instanees,  Ouar
Legislature did a wise and just thing in
enacting a now labor law, but alas! for
the serions defects it contains,  Asit now
stande, it is so amazingly unjust to the
employer that it is 2 great wonder the de-
feets wero not discovered by its malkers,

Accordine to its provisions, the penal-
ty for violation of contract, where advan-
ces kave been made, is either fine or imn-
prisonment—of the former from twenty-
five to one hundred dollars, and of the
latter from twenty to thirty days. Now
the remarkable defect is that in eithor
case tho smployer loses the advance debt
and sullers also damages in the way of
purchase of gnano, feeding stock and pre-
paring a crop*with no onoe to finish it.
Supposs the laborer is tined say lifty dol-
lars, and is able and willing and does pay
tho sum, who gets the money? Is any
part of it applizd to the advanca debt and
damages? Nnay, verily. lioes not the
payment ol the line release the laborer
also Irom the contraelt? It not only pays
monoy that the smployer ought to have
to the State, but sets the laborer [reo. And
<0 it is also in case the penaliy is impris-
onment. Suppose the laborer is senten-
ced to thirty days in prison, and owes his
employer thirty dollars, is it not plain
that Lie can go to jail, be fed aud cared for
and pay ofl his debt at therate of onedol-
lar a day. And not only so, but is under
no obligation to return to bis employer
and complete his contract. Now, iz not
all this plain to any casual observer?
Fine and imprisonment do not pay the
employer for his advances and for the ex-
pense he has incurred, It cowpels him,
howewer, to take a clear receipt with
round O's in place of dollars and cents for
his outlay and liberates the laborer. The
writer may be cross-gyed in looking at
this picture, but the way he seesit he is
compelled to say that thelaw is not worth
the paper on which it is written, if the la-
borer is disposed to take advantage of its
defectz. There wounld e some justice or
value in the law il' the fine or imprison-
ment could ba mado to reimburse the
employer for bis outlny. Let the fine be
Inrge enough to pay costs of suit and alsv
the debt and damages. Or let the im-
Frisunmant,_il’ that be the penalty, be in
abor to the State or County suflicient to
JUSTICE.

Another New Law.

An Act prohibiting the ecarrying of con-
cealed weapons, providing a penalty
therefor and incorpcrating a count for
the violation ofthe same in indictments
for murder, manslaughter, assault and
assault and battery of a high and ag-
gravated nature, assault and assault
and battery with intent to kill, and in
every case where tho crime is charged
to haye been cominitted with adeadly
weapon.

Do it enacled by the General Assembly
of the State of South Carolina:

SECcTION 1. Any person carrying a pis-
tol, dirk, daggoer, slupgshot, metal knuck-
les, razor or other deadly weapon usually
used for the infliction of personal injury
concealed about his person shall be guil-
ty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic-
tion thereof before a court of competent
jurisdiction, shail forfeit to the County
the weapon so carried concealed and be
fined inthe sum of not more thacz one
hundred dollars and not less than twenty
dollars, or beimprisoned at hard labor not
more than thirty nor less than ten days,
in the discretion of the Court. Nothing
herein contained shall be constroed to
apply to persons carrying; concealed wea-
pons upon their own premises.

SEcTioN 2. In every indietment for
murder, manslaughter, assault and as-
sault and battery of a high and aggrava-
ted nature, assault and assault and bat-
tery with intent to kill, and in every case
where the crime is charged to have besn
committed with a deadly weapon of the
character specified in the first section,
there shall be a special count in said in-
dictment for carrying concealed weapons,
and the jury shall be required to find 8
verdict on such special count; and all
cases embraced in this section, including
the carryving of the weapons, shall be in
the exclusive jurisdiction of the Court of
General Sessions: Provided, that one-haif
the fine shall go to the free school fund of
the county and the other Lalf to the pen-
sion fund of said county.

SecTroxN 3. That all Acts and parts of
Acts inconsistent with this Act be, and
the same are hereby, repealed.

Approved, February 17, 1807,

The Siate's Rum Business,

ConuMpla, March 12—The General
Assembly elected two new members of
the State Doard of Control, Messrs,
Cooper and Miles, To elect two out of
five members of a board and put that much
new material on a board of this kind may
or may pot make considerable difference
in the policy ofthe body. The new mem-
bers may havesomeideas that they would
like to have tried in the administration
of their duties, The board is now agood,
strong and honest body of men, and it
wonld be a diflicult matter te find better
men to go into the dispensary manage-
ment,

At the last meeting of the board nothing
out of the nsual run was undertaken, as
it was desired to give the new members
of the board time in which to become en-
tirely familiar with the workings of the
body.

Jgst now the elections inthe hands of
the board are attracting considerable at-
tention. The board will have to elect a
commissioner at a salary of §1,4060. There
is no lack of candidates for the position,
Who will be elected is entirely unknown,
as the visws of the two new members ara
not known, and there has been no occa-
sion for un expression of preference on
their part, Col. Gaston, who has been act-
ing as commissioner for sorae time, is the
foremost of the candidates for tho place,
but he is having sharp competition, and
the result of the election depends entirely
it appears upon the vlews of ths new
members of the board.

The last payment made by the State
Dispensary to the State Treasury to the
credit of the general fund was in January
when the last of the monthly payments
of §25,000 was made.

The purpose of the State board has been
to run the dispensary entirely oo a cash
basis, and that plan is being carried out
to the letter. Itislikely that at the next
meeting of the board u resoluticn will be
offered andadopted resuming the monthly
payments to the State treasury to what-
sver amount as can be =alely given to the
State on account of the dispensary vet
earnings, If $10,000 monthly can be
spared the monthly pavments will be fix-
ed at that amount, and it may Dbe pos-
sible by the first of next month to start
out the monthly payments at §15,000 per
month, beginoing with the month of
April. .

Several important changes in the man-
apement of the business by the State
Board are suggested, and scme ol them
may be adopted, cspecially one with ref-
erence to the buying by the State bard,
by which all possible complaint from the
disgruntled will be removed.

There is some inquiry relative to the
status of the beer privileges, The matter
stands exactly whers it did before the
(ieneral Assembly met. The General As-
sembly refused to put in a clause specili-
cally allowing the State board to grant
beer privileges, and that left the State
board with exaectly the same authority
for granting these privileges that it now
has, and which it has been exercising for
some time past. It may be remarked in
this connection that it canuot bz soen how
it ig possible for the Stato dispensary to
lose any money through these beer priv-
iloges, as the State merely orders for
those holding the privileges and is in no
way responsible for tho collections of the
beer dispensers or their crediting, but
simply gets its share of the profits under
existing arrangements.

It is likely that hereafter the prices paid
for liquors, as well as the houses palron-
ized, will be given to the public.—News
el Cowrier.

There iz considerablo talk going on
just now aboutl a4 possible change in the
dispensary Iaw which, it is said, will he
urged by some of tha strongest friends of
tho dispensary systom at the noxt session
of tho Lieneral Assembly.

Iirietly oxpressed, the proposed chiange
is to rotain the present system so far as
the State in general is concerned and
eive the cities of 10,000 inhabitanls and
aver the high license system under dis-
pensary regulations as provided for in
thn State Constitution.

The friends of the dispensary law who
favor this plan believe that such a provis-
ion will ba for the best interests of the
State nnd tho systom. They all agree
that the present system makes no mate-
rial difference to the man who lives in the
country who wants his whiskey in bulk
g0 that he can earry it home,

The argumont in favor of the proposed
chango is that the hulk sy«tam will never
prove satisfactory to the people who live
in cities of the siza indieated. A dillerent
¢lass of people have to bo dealt with, The
change, it is thought, will sottle all issues
over the dispansary satisfaclorily,

This is the view of those who are {alk-
ing of pushing the measure tako of the

‘matter.

I3ut others who have stood to tho dis-
pensary system ore now in favor of do-
ing away with it altogether, taking up the
licenss systom for the whole Stale some-
what upon the plan proposed by Senator
May field.—Calinmbin State.

The Governor’s Return.

Governorr Ellerbe returned yesterday
from Clerason college, where he had been
to attend & meeting of the trustees of that
institution.

Thesituation
was unchanged, so far as he knew, he
declared, and as for what he intended to
do regarding it ho would have nothing to

About Clemson, however, he would
talk and said that the institution was in
a flourishing condition. That the board
by resolution instructed the bursar to re-
turn to the State treasury $10,000, an ex-
cess which a few years ago, by a mistake
in the engzrossing department, was paid
over and nbove the amount appropriated
by the legislalure for the college.

The amount derived from the tag tax
for the banefit of Clemson was, he said,
between $40,000 and350,000, The number
of students in all departments was 330.
Though Governor Ellerbe did not say so,
this inclules the students In the prepar-
atory class or “prep” in college parlance.

The governor was looking well and
seemed to have enjoyed his trip.—Colum-
bie State, Murch 13,

Higher Than Ever Before Known,

Mesriis, March 14,—The Mississippi
river here is higher than since the estab-
lishment of the weather office in 1572 and
probably since the sinking of the low
lands of Missouri, Arkansas and Tennes-
see by the earthquakes. The rise to-day
wag slightly above half a foot. On all
the islands near here and in the lowlands
of Arkansas there is great suffering and
also great loss of stock and property, bat
ro reports have been received of persons
being drowned. People are leaving the
lowlands on this side of the river without
coremony and bringiog all the stock and
property they can.

To-day the Little Rock and Memphis
managed to get its morninge traio into the
city, but made no attempis to move later
trains, It will use the Iron Mountain
tracks for its traius to-morrow, TheIKan-
sas City, Fort Scott and Memphis brought
trains 1n the city until Saturday night
over its own line, but later washouts be-
tween here and Gilmore caused it to
abandon the line and use that of the Iron
Mountain to Nettleton, Ark. The Iron
Mountain tracks are still a few inches
above water, buta slight rise will stop
trains, Several small levees around the
towns and plantations bave been broken
but so far sis heard, there have heen no
breaks in the main levee systems either
tothe north or the south. They are being
closely watched and 20 shots wers fired
to-day at the steamer Bluff City because
she went nearer to the embankment than
was allowed.

Tuition at Clemson,

At Lhe last session of the general as-
sombly provision was made in a special
amendatory Act for the charging of a
tuition fee of §10 per pupil at Clemson
College, providing, however, thal the
Trustees can refund tho amount to stu-
dents unable to pay who certifly to that
fuet, The Act was approved on March 2
and it has been a question with the Trus-
tees as to what they should do. The Act
becomes efloctive on the 22d inst. The
mautter was raforred to the Attorney Gen-
eral’'s oflice. I'he result is that on and
after the 22d tuition fees will be charged
at the college upon the conditions named
in the Act. 'Theamount will be prorated
asa portion of the session has already
expired.
